Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6, 9-15, 17, 19-24, 26-35, 38-44, 46, 48-53, 55-62, 67-71, 73, 75, 77-82, 84-95, 
and 98-132 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest encoding a destination slot field into the 
destination address field, wherein the destination slot field identifying the destination module for 
each packet, as specified in independent claims 1, 30, 59, and 88. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest wherein the destination address field 
comprises a time slot field, indicating one designation time slot of a plurality of time slots 
assigned to an output communication line coupled to the destination module and a line field 
indicating the output communication line, as specified in independent claims 15, 44, 73, and 113. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest wherein the destination address field 
comprises a timing source field indicating a predetermined number of timing domains available 
to transmit each packet, as specified in independent claims 24, 53, 82, and 123.
